First Annual Report 


A. Authorization 


The USIB Intelligence Information Handling Committee was 
established on 4 April 1968 by DCID 1/4 (New Series) which also 
terminated the Committee on Documentation (CODIB) which had been 
established on 21 April 1958. This was the culmination of a process 
which began on 29 April 1967 when the Director, Defense Intelligence 
Agency, proposed to USIB that a new USIB Committee on Information 
Handling be established. 


B. Scope 


This is a combined report covering the activities of the Committee 
on Documentation (CODIB) and its successor, the Intelligence Information 
Handling Committee (IHC), during Fiscal Year 1968. A checklist of 


documents issued is attached as Appendix A. Membership on the IHC at 


the end of the reporting period is given in Appendix B. New develop- 
ments in information handling in the individual Member Agencies during 
the year are reflected in Appendix C. 


C. Membership 


succeeded Mr. Paul A. Borel 
as Chairman of CODIB on 30 November 1967, and was designated Chairman 
of the THC when it was established. Mr. Borel had served continuously 
as Chairman of CODIB and its predecessors, CODIAC and AHIP, since 
October 1957.

Cregar as FBI member and Mr. Paul F. O'Connell, 
Jr., became FBI Alternate. Mr. Kirby A. Gean was designated as the AEC 
representative, vice Dr. Charles H. Reichardt, and Dr. L. E. Killion 
was designated as AEC Alternate. Dr. John F. Egan was designated 

as Observer from DoD/DDR&E vice Dr. Ruth M. Davis who transferred out 
of DoD. The Secret Service requested and was given permission to send 
an observer to the IHC meetings and designated Mr. Thomas J. Kelley 

as the Observer and Mr. Allen Sturges as his Alternate.

D. Reorganization and Restructuring of the IHC and Support Staff 


Since it was established in 1964 the CODIB Support Staff had 
consisted of two professionals each from CIA and DIA and two clericals 
from CIA. On 9 May 1968 USIB authorized an THC Support Staff of 
seven professionals, two each from CIA, DIA, and NSA and one from State, 
and necessary clericals from CIA. (USIB-D-71.3/2, 9 May 1968). 


USIB also authorized the establishment of three new Subcommittees: 
1) Education and Training, 2) System Design and Development, and 3) 
Research and Development, and approved the principle that the Chairman 
of these Subcommittees, and any others that may be authorized in the 
future, should be selected from assigned members of the Support Staff 
when qualified personnel exist on the Staff or can be made available 
to it in accordance with the staffing formula noted above. With that 
in mind, the additions to the Support Staff are being carefully 
selected.
